Tlio iclulivc v;diic also 
of the two dcsci-iptioiis of ciiriuiioy is ^v(Jll 
known amongst iis. Yot wc luo not awaio 
that any legal cnuctiiiciit has evor positively 
dociurnd or rccognizod tlic dollar to Ijc a de- 
nomination of our money, or specified its vahio. 
As the dollar i.i tlie inuiie given in several 
counlrics to 11 eerluiii descriplion o( money, 
and as the value in each place varies some- 
what, we aro cottscqucutly driven to the e.\pc- 
dieDt.' wh'en'wo raalio 'lisd of the ttffni in legal 
documents, of particuluriziug wliat we mean 
by it. If wo speak of American currency, is 
there not some danger under e.xi8ting circum- 
stances of giving rise to disputes 7 Ten dollars 
in American currency may now mean a Treas- 
ury Note for that sum, since they liave been 
made a legal tender in tlie States. Of course 
no one hero ever conteniiilated bciui; [juid a 
debt in United .States ])iii)er ; yet is there not 
n possibility of sneh a eoi;tin^cncy, where a 
contract spccilles the ])ayniont of a ecriaiii sum 
in American currency.' Home liavo provided 
against that by declaring the debt payable 
in American gold coin. Such a. course, we 
think, is the advisable one.. It is Tar better 
to provide against the possibility of any trouble 
by Bonie such provision, than leave a loop-hole 
for tricksters and litigation. , If it were de- 
cided by our courts that the words ' one hun- 
dred dollars" of the currency of the United 
States, roeutioncd in a contract, mcixui the 
coin or currency of that country for the time 
being, and not an LMpiivalont sum in uur own 
currency, one might expect to sre the "green 
backs" introduced in our midst. One can 
perceive, then, how necessary it is that the 
lelativo vi'luc of the terms dollars and cenis 
should be lixed by law. 'J'ho Governor's 
proclamation, wc imagine, would bo quite suffi- 
oient to Vender legally certain whofis" now 
only a custom.

The Inter-Colonial Railway. 

By our late exchanges from ihe Eastern 
ProWnoea 'we^ learn that Iho: Inler-Colonial 
Cunverition t'appoihted from Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick' and Canada to confer on the 
subjflct of an Inter-Cdldnial Railroad, had 
just terminated their sittings most satisfac- 
torily. Tiio Convention consisted of the Gov- 
ernors of the three l*ioviiice.«,with delegations 
of their respective ministers; so that we may 
conclude that every justice was dune lowaids 
the object of their meeting. -Vs far as wo 
ate yet able to learn of tlio results of Iheir 
labors it wonid seem that Canada is to 
bear five-twelftliH, and New 15run3\vick and 
Nova Scotia, bolweeii them, seven-iweUllis 
of the amount of the e.\pensesof building 
the road. According to this Canada would 
have to pay some £5O,0U0 a year— the Whole 
amount being £120,009 yearly iiiterest on 
the capital required to build the line. The 
three Colonies will. bave to raise the money 
lequired for the work; but as the Imperial 
Government has agreed to become tiieir 
security, thoy will have plenty of offers for 
all. they want. It only remains for the re- 
spective colonial legislatures to give their 
assent to the arrangenients entered into by 
their ministers to have the work cununenceil 
as soon as llia imperial lioverninent have 
signified where the line is to run. This, wo 
believe, waa one of ihe conditions of the Im- 
perial guarantee being given. The whole 
length of the road is estimated at 400 miles, 
and its coab at about £4,000,000. When 
completed ^|;hero will be an uninterupted 
rail.cdtnmunication between Ilalifa-v, on the 
Atlantic, and- Windsor, opposite Detroit, in 
Miobigan,-ali in British territory. A mag- 
nificent instalment of the great iron belt 
which is toencirlo the eoniiuenl. Every day 
seems to'' hasten the movement of those cir- 
cumstances which are lo aid in eonneeling 
the two occauti. 

The Canadian (jovernnient have jii.st autbur- 
ized the construction of a road from Colling- 
wood, which is the northern tornii'ius of rail- 
way communication in Canada, up along the 
east coast of Georgian Bay to the Bruce cop- 
perfmipes, near the. junction of Lakes ;Hur.ou 
ond :Saperibr. This will have tlio cfibct of 
throwing aevorar buudrcd miles open to settle- 
ment, and paviogiVtho way foi;.lrttilway, cdni- 
mutiication. -'^Frdiir Lakd' Sup(ii''ibr to the 
plains bf 'tbe Baskdtcbc'wab is but a step which 
could sooii bo spanned by a road from thence 
to the base of the Rocky .Mountains. No 
doubt the Komc (Joveriimeut will contribute 
liberally, as that would be a wurli of Imperial 
interest, ^^'e, on our parts, must be |)reparcd 
to meet them at the great dividing line, and 
thus cap theclini:i.\' to llii.s ni;ivi)iliL'enl tiaiii- 
continental conimnnicatioii.
